And whereas on the Fourth 
Day of 4\uzult laſt, bath Pur ſaid Houſes of Parliament Met at Neſtminſter, 
and acco2ding to Our Royal Pleaſure then Signed to them, Were Adjourned until Munday 
the Ninth day of November next; On which Day We purpoſing to Meet Dur Loving Subjects 
in Parliament in Oꝛder tomake a Seſfion, and to the end the Members of both Dur Houſes of 
Parliament may net be ignorant of Our Intentions and good Pleaſure herein, We do by 
this Our P2cclamation, by and with the Advice of Our Council Publiſh and Declare the lame; 
Aud do hereby Will and Require all and every the Members of both Pur Houſes of Parliament, 
unleſs Let and Hindered by ſome lawful cauſe, to Aſſemble and keep their Day at Veſtminſter on 
Punday the Ninth Day of November next, accoꝛding to the ſaid laſt Adjournment, as they wal 
avoid Our Royal Diſpleaſure.
